The Times on Tuesday afternoon to tie 
one of the projects to which be will 
devote much energy during the early 
part of bis administration.

with much favor and I believe that it 
will come soon.

stand. will favor the project and G et­ 
tysburg will not be long without maca 
dam road connection with Washington.

In fact, they may even now

The m urderer made a torch from a 
newspaper,

made his way from the house. It was 
not until the woman moaned a few 
minutes later thai her children were 
aware of the m urderer’s visit. 
The woman, apparently hearing the 
footsteps of the retreating man, gath­ 
ered herself for a last effort to see 
who it wa* so cowardly stole upon her 
in her sleep.
